The national defence budgets, 
supplementary to the ordinary bud- 
gets, totalling Yo10 543,000 were 
approved by the Cabinet Council

Ilberation to the Dict. The budgets 
are designed to finance the Initlal 
phases of the Army's defence pro- 
gramme $n consideration of the .Su- 
viet ormament ond the Navy's bulld- 
ling programme in consideration of 
‘the bullding programmes by Britain, 
F United States, and other Powers, 


The extensive programmes for the 
national defence equipments of the 
Army and the Navy, of which the 
present budget are to cover only’ the 
first years, require n total expendi- 
ture of Y1,889,038,000, Ineluding 
Y194,896,000 for the Army and ¥1,- 
694,142,000 for the Navy. : 


An enlivened debate was started in 

the House of Representatives when 
the extraordinary military budgets, 
fotutling: Y4,000,000,000 revched the 
floor, 


' ‘fhe. Finance Minister, Mr. 
Ishiwata, pointed out that the ex- 
traordinary: military ¢xpenses,- which 
had already been approved by com- 
petent authoritics, totalled ¥7,300,- 
000,000, of which Imperial sanctions 
for defrayal hod been granted for 
Y7,386,000,000 and the residue in the 
reserve totalled ‘Y¥ 4,215,000. 


A Finance Ministry spolsesman add- 
ed that almost the, whole amount of 
550,000,000 in reserve was to be de- 
frayed with Imperial sanction, while 
up to the end of Februury a total of 
nbout Y6,300,000.000 had been dis+ 
bursed. : ; 

The War Office spokesman snid that 
defrayal in advance by the Army 
nmounted to: ¥45,000,000, while a 
total of ¥5,300,000,000 had been ex~- 
pended with Imperial _sanctlon up to 
the end of February, The balance was 
to the value of ¥400,000,000. 


The Navy spokesman said that dis- 
bursement In advance by the Navy 
was to be made up. to three-fourths 
of the total value of contracts and 
that by the end of this month 85 per 
cent of the defrayal for outstanding 
contracts was to be finished. 

Mr. Miyazawa then asked whether 
the Government had a plan for trans- 
ferring a considerable portion of the 
Army divisions on standing basis in 
Japan—.proper__ to_ Manchuria and 
China, The War Minister Gen. Ttaguki, 
admitted its possibility but declined 
to dwell on the matter at Tength.'

He was.born In Callfornin but was 
of English extraction and he reverted 
to that nationality. during his stay in 
the Colony, His first contact with 
the Far East was many years ago 
when he was purser on:board the 
old Siberian Maru. He served on 
ships ofthe Japanese ““T.KLK." Com- 
pany before that concern was ub- 
sorbed by the Nippon Yusen Kaisha. 


{In 1021 he-joined the Hongkong and 


Shanghaol Hotels Ltd, {n Shonghal, 
being engaged in the construction 
worl: of the Majestic Hotel in that 
port.. The following year he. camo 
to’ Hongkong and -was_ gencral 
manoger of the Company's hotels 
here until 1928 when he concentrated 
on the Peninsula Hotel. Much of 
the construction work of that build- 
Ings and its fine furnishings and 
decoration were Mr, Bourne's per- 
sonal concern. : 

Mr. Bourne was appointed to the 
Grand Hotel Wagon Lits, a subsidiary 
of the Hongkong and Shanghal 
Hotels, Ltd., in 1931-and, except for

MR. JOHN SARGENT 


Attorney. General With 
Coolidge Regime 
Ludlow, Vermont, Mar. 5. 

The denth {s announced of Mr. 
John G.Sargent, United States At- 
torney Genernl under President 
Coolidge. He was 78 years of age. 

John Garibaldl Sargent, appointed 
attorney general of the United States 
by President Coolidge on March 17, 
1925, following the historic unsuccess- 
ful fight. to confirm Charies B. 
Warren of Michigan, was born:at 
Ludlow, on October: 13, 1860, son of 
John Hermon Sargnet and Ann 
Eliza Hanley Sargent. 

In early boyhood Sargent had 
made the acquaintance of Calvin 
Coolldge. who lived “over the hill” 
In Plymouth, . and while. the future 
President was getting his start at 
Northampton, Mass. Sargent was 


+ plugging away at law at Ludlow with 


n partner, who was later to become 
Governor of Vermont, in 1900. - 

After cight years of private prac- 
tice at Ludlow, Sargent was clected 
district attorney of. Windsor County, 
which office held until 1900. As dis- 
trict attorney he successfully prose- 
cuted, among other cases, two of the 
most notorious murderers In the 
history of Vermont, 

Then followed eight more years af 
private practice, until 1908, when he 
was elected on the Republican ticket 
as attorney general of Vermont, an 
office to which he was re-elected two 
years Jater, During his four years as 
attorney general, Surgent prosecuted 
33 homicide cases. He generally held 
the respect of the Vermont bar and 
business men_of the state, Follow- 
Ing” his“ state “attorney generalship, 
when terminated in 1912, Sargent 
held no public office until his con- 
firmation. as attorney general of the 
United States in 1925, . 

In 1924, however, he was named 
permanent chairman of the Vermont 
convention, and 
during its deliberations once took the 
floor {to introduce a_ resolution 
censuring a Vermont statesman to 
‘Congress who had broken with 
President Coolldge on the soldier 
bonus measure, 

That incident was Indicative of his 
“oneness” with the ‘political philoso- 
phy of Calvin Coolidge. who sub- 
sequcnily honoured him with the 
appointment as attorney pencinl. 

Sargent was an‘ attorncy who 
gaincd wide distinction in his own 
state, where virtually all of his 
practice was done until he became 
attorney general. In a modern way 
he emulated the Lincolnion {dea of 
the “circult’. lawyer and was in 
demand all over the state.—United 
Press,

M, Dolivet has Just returned from 
Amertea, and said) that international 
wfalrs hind produced there an explo- 
slon of fecling against the totalitarian 
States. 

The Americitn people were willing 
to support any action on the part of 
the Administration directed against 
the policies of the totalitarian States 
tu the extent of providing food and 
war supplies to the democratic States 
should they become involved in war. 

Lord Cecil, who presided at the 
morning session, said that day's 
fundamental Issue was between the 
rule of law and that of the Jungle in 
International affairs. 

There must be outside each coun- 
try, he sald, some tribunal to which 
uppeat could be made to ‘say whether 
a particular action was In accordance 
with = International lnw and the 
principles of justice or not, 

WORLD ‘SUPPORT . 

“The fundamental thing Is that we 


fizht not for our interests oF gain or 
prosperity, but for the estab shinent 
of the rule of laws In international 
nifalvs. If we can really set that for- 
Ward us the great policy of our re- 
epective countries we shall receive 
support from all over the world.”

The natlonal defence budgets, 
supplementary to the ordinary bud- 
gels, totalling ¥10,543,000 were 
approved by the Cabinet Councll 
thls morning and presented for de- 
liberation to the Dict. The, budgets 
are designed to finance the Initlal 
phases of. the Army's defence pro- 
yramme in consideration of the Su- 
‘viet ormament and the Navy's build- 
lng programme in considcration of 
the building programmes by Britain, 
the United States, and other Powers. 


The extensive programmes for the 
national defence cquipments of the 
Army ond the Navy, of which the 
present budget are to cover only the

Y104,800,000 for the Army und YJ,- 
694,142,000 for the Navy. 


An enlivened debate was started ini 
the House .of Representatives when 
the extraordinary military budgets, 
j fourlling Y¥4,000,000,000 renched the

The Finance = Minister, Mr. 
Ishiwata, pointed out ‘that the ex- 
trnordinary military expenses, which 
had alrendy been approved. by com- 
petent authorities, totaled Y¥7,300,- 
000,000, of which Imperial sanctions 
for defrayal had been granted for 
Y7,388,000,000 and the residue In the 
reserve totalled. ¥1,215,000. 


A Finance Ministry spokesman add- 
ed that almost the whole amount of 
550,000,000 in reserve was to be de- 
frayed with Imperial sanction, while 
up to the end of February a total of 
about Y6,300,000.000 had been dis- 
bursed. an 

The War Ofilee spokesman said that 
defrayal in ndvance by the Army 
amounted to ¥45,000,000, while a 
total of Y5,300,000,000 had been ecx- 
pended with Imperial sanction up to 
the end of February. The balance was 
to the value of Y400,000,000. 


The Navy spokesman said that dis- 
bursement in advance by the Navy 
was to be made up to three-fourths 
of the total value of contracts ond 
that by the end of thls month 85 per 
cent of the defrayal for outstanding 
contracts was to be finished. : 

Mr. Miyazawa then asked whether

The situation is tense in the 
Pampanga, Bulacon and Nue- 
vaecija provinces, although the 
presence of armed soldiers has 
prevented a recurrence of last;

share-croppers attacked troops 
guarding the division of the rice 
crop. 

Meanwhile President Quezon has 
foured the agrarian areas and warn- 
ed share-croppers ‘that if they car- 
ried out thelr threatened general 
strike the Government would im- 
port suMelent orice to break the 
strike, 

The Labour Icader, Pedro Abat 
Santos retorted: “The Government 
cannot suppress the peasants’ struz- 
gle for economic liberation by shoot-

The Shan States were responsible 
for the safety of thelr fronticr, and 
for preventing Immigration by un- 
nuthorised persons from China to 
Burma. : 

The Shnn States were providing 
25 per cent. of their revenue to the 
fund, and were entitled to the maxi- 
mum protection and financial assist- 
ance from Burma to prevent over- 
running by Chinese coolles, 

Sir Arnold Wilson asked whether 
the Shan States would be Indemni- 
fled .as a result of the temporary 
provision in any expense that migiit 
be necessary to prevent Chinese im- 
migration, ; * 

Sir’Arnold added: “I fear we are 
going to do to the Shan States what 
we have done to Burma, We allow- 
ed 40 per cent. of thelr Innd to be 
bought by Indians, who-ere as allen 
to Burma as we,” 


GOVERNMENT REPLY 


Colonel Muirhead said that Sir 
Arnold Wilsun had raised a 
question of ‘very wide and 
considerable interest, and~ hfs 
speech showed the numerous uspects 
of the construction of = th 
rond— On—the—contrury—the—provl- 
sion suggested was at the present a 
hypothetical one. At present there 
was no unusual influx of Chinese, 
and the particular problems envi- 
saged were unilkely to materialise 
during the next twelve months. 

This provision was purely an in- 
terlm arrangement for 12 months. 

Sir Arnold Wilson asked whether 
any part of the cost of completing 
the road fell as a public charge on 
the Shan States. . 

Colonel Muirhead replied Yes, and 
added that’'a certain proportion of 
the Shan States do contribute to- 
wards the cost, but it was not that 
particular part of the adjustment 
with which they were dealing, 

In reply to a further question by 
Sir Arnold Wilson, Colonel Muirhead 
sald that the matter of policing was 
rather n different question, “Only 
last December I travelled slong that 
road and went into China for 10 
miles, ond although I met a con- 
siderable number of Chinese on the 
road, the information I. had given, 
which is unofiicinl, was that perhaps 
there were not so many ‘Chinese 
coming across the border this year 
as Inst.” .
